“Asian students are not satisfied 
with the_ settlement，but in view 
of the circumstances,， dragging out 
the boycott would bring no sig- 
nificant gain for us,”said Penny 
Nakatsu， secretary and spokes- 
woman for: the Asian American 
Law Students Association. 


She said that the Asians have 
entered into a“good faith work- 
ing relationship with the adminis- 
tration.” 

“We have been given 3aSSurance 
that our recommendations will be 
listened to and given some amount 
of deference,”she said. 


The Asians, blacks and Chicanos 


began their boycott three weeks 
ago when they 1learned that the 
number of students in the special 
admissions program would be re- 
duced from 31 to 25 per cent of 
the entering class. The entering 
class would also be reduced from 
295 to 265. Asians and blacks 
have returmed to classes，while 
Chicanos continue to boycott. 


In a letter from Boalt Hall's act- 
ing dean，Lawrence A. Sullivan， 
to _ the law school community，it 
was said that the faculty refused 
to set a specific percentage of spe- 


cial adrmissions students for each - 


entering class at Boalt Hall, but a 
figure of 25 per cent will be used 
next year. In the following years， 
the number will revolve aroumnd 
20-25 per cent,， depending on the 
qualifications of applicants. 了 f- 
forts will be made to keep the 
class size at 265. 


The goal of the special admis- 
sions program is to remedy the 
under-representation of minority 
lawyers, according to Nakatsu.

The producers of the series would like you to believe that 
by laughing at the idiocies of such a bigot (it is a comedy 
show, by the Way) We are all somehow going to See through 
the transparencies of such prejudice.

Wi San Franciscans vote to in- 
crease Inoney to San Francisco?s 
schools” Judge for yourselves. 
Here are some guidelines. 

Voter behavior researchers gen- 
erally agree that the best indicator 
of how a person would vote in 
levy elections is how he voted in 
the last election. TIhe odds are 3 
out of 4 that he would vote in the 
same way.“No”votes seem highly 
habit-forming. Therefore, it would 
be wise for school leaders not to 
give voters too many levy issues 
to vote on in any one election. 

A voter's attitude toward educa- 
tion is highly related to his level 
of education. The higher his level 
of education，the greater his sup- 
port of education. College 多 adu- 
ates often have more liberal out:- 
looks and are better informed 
about their schools than are high 
school and grade school graduates. 
Tactically，this situation would 
dictate that college gradquates be 
located，and then involved and 
fully informed as to school needs， 
objectives, and problems. 

Jobwise，business and Profes- 
sional persons Provide the highest 
Percent of favorable school sup- 
port. Farmers tend to be the most 
conservyvative and negative “sup- 
Porters ”of education. IThe” only 
Persons mmore Conservative towards 
education are retired persons.

Is _ the White House setting a 
- precedent that will eventually af- 
fect school administrative tenure? 
It is urging Congress to abolish 
tenure at the GS 16，17,， and 18 
levels，with workers in those 
grades getting three-year con- 
tracts. 卫 xecutives whose contracts 
are not renewed would be able to 
returmn to a lower-grade job. Hear- 
ings on this proposal are now 
under way in the House Man- 
Power subcommittee. So far，this 
is Nixon's only legislative thrust 
in the civil service field. 

Meanwhile，on the state level， 
Assembly Bill 1218 (Quimby) is 
attempting to make ethnic minor- 
ity probationary teachers exempt 
from teacher reduction layoffs 
until the percentage of such teach- 
ers equals .the percentage of mi- 
nority students in their districts.

They accused the 
reformers of attempting to Subvert traditional Chinese 
culture，and it was this way of thinking that won 8a 
temporary victory when tbhe Empress Dowager Suppress- 
ed the reform movement in 1898. 


Among the Confucians who opposed change or 
wanted to minimize it were Such scholars as Wang 
Hsien-ch'ien (1842-1918)，compiler of the Turzs Hzua 
以 (〈“Imperial Documents of the Ch'ing Dynasty”)， 
and Yeh Te-hui (1864-1927)，a leading bibliophile， 
Support came from the statesman Chang Chih-tung， 
who was willing to accept some reforms but only through 
maintenance of the distinction between Confucian ethics 
and Westcrn technics. 


The most tellijng argument of the conservatives Was 
that the country belonged to the ancestors。 Because the 
cmperor was onjly a caretaker，he could net change the 
permancnt ljaws that had been laid down in the past. 
TIhis was a powerful position in a land where the re- 
quircmecnt of flial piety was strong，K'ang Yu-wei at- 

”tacked thc changelessness of ancestral institutions in his 
mcmorials to the tbrone but was effectively answered by 
Grand Council Jung Lu's appeals to the Sacredness 
of flial piety. 

Another contention Was that good government 
depended on good men rather than good laws。 Change 
should be in the hearts of the people, not in institutions， 
and to tamper with the established order would be 
daagerous ip the absence of leaders of superior virtue。 


The supposed superiority of the West was 8 myth， 
Westerners might be rich and strong，but they had nq 
unilty and harmony。 Their governments were based on 
power, Whereas the rule of China depended on humanity 
and righteousness， The Westerners were the barbarians 
and China was ahead in everything except gadgetry. 


Censor Ch'u Ch'eng-po analyzed Japan's defeat of 
China in 1895 in terms of the failure of men. Changes 
in laws and institutions would be of no avail 让 o 钥 cials 
Were jncompetent and venal，Graft and corruption did 
play a part in China's poor Showing. However，Ch'm 
went beyond advocacy of ofhcial probity and integrity 
to argue that ethics and morality were more important 
than technical qualifications and scientific training in the 
recruitment and training of of 全 cials， Ch'u wrote: 


“JIn the present world our trouble is not that we 
jack good institutions but that we lack upright minds，
